There is some misconception ns to thu long 
and short haul clause. Cliimncay M. Dopow'c 
criticism shows that be has not road tho bib1 
carefully. 
It can not be construed so as to 


apply to a pro rate. It only says that tho 
aggregate charge ovor shorter distances shall 
not bo more than for th'o longer. When tho 
Boston & Albany, Ke\v York Central nnd 
Lake Shore, for instance, combiuo nnd fix a 
through rnto from Boston to Chicago, tho 
cannot charge more between Boston an 
Buffalo than tho aggregate charge, Tha 
gives a wldo latitude. It.allows a charge 0 
as much for Cfty miios as Mu, though n 
more. There is no such cause for alarm 
some have imagined. The only questio 
seems to bo whether the long and short hai: 
clause might not make a dillorenco hctwto 
the neighboring and distant markets. ; 
might result in combinations o£ long lines 0 
through freights, and an advance in rates, 


"The bill prohibits pooling, but its detail

MICHIGAN'S SOLDIERS' HOME. 


A F!U!nc Jlofllge for tho Votui-aiis I}edl 


catcd auil Jteady to Occupy. 


GRAND RAI'IOS, Mich., 
Dec.

Michigan Soldiers' homo, situated two mile; 
nortii of this city, was dedicated with impos 
ing ceremonies Thursday, in tho presence o 
7,f>00 people, mostly veteran soldiers and 
members of the G-. A. R., fronj nil parts of 
tbe state. Governor Alger presided and do 
livorod tho dedicatory address, 
Speeche, 


wore also delivered by Governor-elect Luce 
Michigan's war governor, Austin Blair; Con- 
gressman Cutcheon, and others. 


Tho bill appropriating funds for the erec 


tion of tbo home was passtxl at tho lost sc 
nion of tho logitlaturo and work on the build- 
ing was commancod in April last on a siti. 
donated by thu people of this city. 
It is an 


edifice of red brick, with cut stone trim 
mlngs, three stories high, of tho Norman- 
Gothic stylo of irclutocture. It is 203 feet 
front, with on average depth of 13l> foot, and 
has accommodations for 500 inmates.
